w eather bureau In San Francisco. 
In 
Cuba and Mexico there has been found 
a "w eather plant,” said to have extraor­ 
dinary powers In forecasting not only 
1 atm ospheric, but seism ic disturbances. 
Its botanic nam e is abrus precatorlus 
nobills. 
Professor Josef Norvack, an 
em inent A ustrian, recently arrived In 
1 England with tw enty cases of these re­ 
m arkable 
plants. 
They have 
been 
found peculiarly sensitive to m agnetic 
and electric influences. W hen changes 
in these occur the tw igs and leaves 
perform a peculiar 
and 
abnorm al 
movement, by which, through definite 
I significations, w eather forecasts can 
be made from two to seven days ahead 
of rain or fog and earthquake fore­ 
casts made twenty-six days in advance 
over an area of 800 square allies. 
It 
also predicts volcanic eruptions and 
accum ulations of firedam p in mines. 
Norvack will establish bureaus at San 
i francisco, Bombay and Tokio.

Bulletin on ll Bein* Issued by A gricult­ 


u ral and M echanical College. 


The department of entomology 
of the Agricultural and Mechanical 
College has just received from the 
press and is mailing out a bulletin 
of great importance and value to 
the fruit industry in Texas. 
It is 
Bulletin No. 87, by Prof. A. F. 
Conradi, and treats of the disease 
known as San Jose scale, which 
has recently appeared in the State 
and is threatening the very exist­ 
ence of the fruit aud nursery bus­ 
iness. The scale is definitely known 
to exist in a number of localities 
east of the 98th meridian and in at 
least one place west of that line. 
In how many other places the dis­ 
ease has made its appearance the 
State Entomologist has no means 
of knowing, as the funds at his 
command have been too limited to 
permit an extensive investigation. 
The scale seems to have been 
imported from China aud became a 
pest in the Santa Clara Valley in 
California about 1873. From there 
it was carried to New Jersey in a 
consignment of Kelsey plums, and 
\vas then scattered all over the 
country by the nurseries of that 
State. 
It multiplies with great 
rapidity, one pair being capable of 
producing three billion offspiing 
during a single season. 
The in­ 
sect fastens itself to the bark or 
fruit of the tree and sucks out all 
the sap and the tree quickly dies. 
It attacks almost every kind of 
fruit and ornamental tree, and also 
the small fruits and berries. 
The bulletin suggests 
several 
remedies for 
the 
scale, mostly 
sprays and washes, and gives the 
result of experiments carried on 
during the last two winters. Among 
the remedies mentioned are lime- 
sulphur wash, whale oil soap, ker­ 
osene, 
crude oil, kerosene-water 
mixture and petroleum emulsion. 
The best results seem to have been 
secured from 
the 
lime-sulphur 
wash, 
The bulletin will be sent 
to any address on application.
